19. The gemstone according to 
claim 13, wherein the common 
facet intersection point is 
about % of the way from the 
culet to the girdle. 


As shown in Fig. 3 and as 
described in col. 6, lines 19- 
20, the common facet 
intersection point 50 is about 
% of the way from the culet 36 
to the girdle 14. 


20. The gemstone according to 
claim 13, wherein the facet in 
each pavilion side, which has a 
facet corner at the culet, has 
four sides . 


As shown in Fig. 3 and as 
described in col. 6, lines 9-10 
and 17 the lower point of the 
lower bezel 44 has four sides 
with the lower point at the 
culet 36.
